Notwithstanding the fact that dur­ 
ing the past 
four 
years 
more than 


$1,000,000 have been spent 
in build­ 
ing improvements and building con­ 


struction in the city of Sedalia, dur­ 


ing the same period of time the reve­ 
nue income of the city from taxes on 
real estate, personal and bank prop­ 
erty has decreased almost $2,000. 
The following data, gathered from 
the books of the 
city 
assessor and 
city collector, will give some inter­ 
esting information: 
In 1912 the 
property 
valuation of 
real 
estate, 
personal 
and 
bank 
amounted to $5,508,532, the taxes on 
wdiich amounted to $55,085.32. 
In 1913 the 
real 
estate, 
personal 
and bank valuation amounted to $5,- 
266,433, the taxes on which amount­ 
ed to $52,664,33. 
In 1914 the 
real 
estate, personal 
and hank valuation amounted to $5,- 
364,285, the taxes on which amounted 
to $53,642.85. 
Iii 1915 the 
real 
estate, personal 
anti hank valuation amounted to $5,- 
370,850, the taxes on which amounted 
to $53,708.50. 
The above figures will 
show’ that, 
according to 
the 
assessor's 
report, 
the valuation of real estate, personal 
and bank property, during the four 
years, 
decreased 
$137,682, 
at 
the 
same time reducing 
the 
amount of 
revenue turned in to the city by $1,- 
376.82. 
This revenue does not include cor­ 
poration or insurance tax. 
According to 
the 
annual reports 
filed in the otflce of Frank Learning, 
city engineer, the value of improve­ 
m ents made 
during 
the 
past four 
years is as follows:

"The securing of an adequate m er­ 
chant marine is a pressing problem, 
and it is tied up with the strengthen­ 
ing of the marine so that the twTo can­ 
not be wisely separated. 
The naval 
program offered by the adm inistra­ 
tion is a progressive one, and if built 
according to the continuous five year 
program, the first 
continuing 
pro­ 
gram ever proposed by an adminis­ 
tration, it will give us by 1921, thirty- 
three capital ships of the first line 
and tw’enty-five battle ships of the 
second line, ten arm or cruisers 
many smaller crafts."

New York, Feb. IO.—While Frank 


Moran, from a physical standpoint, is 
a much more 
formidable 
opponent 
than Jack Dillon would be for Jess 
Willard, the fact remains that the big 
western champion will possess great 
advantages 
in 
height, 
weight 
and 
reach 
over 
the 
Pittsburgh pugilist 
when the pair meet in their ten-round 
bout here March 17. 
They are nearly 
of equal age, Moran having been born 
on March 18, 1887 and Willard on De­ 
cember 
29 
of 
the 
same year. 
In 
height Willard will tower fully five 
inches over his opponent, who mea­ 
sures 6 feet I inch, and as to weight 
Moran will have to concede at least 
forty pounds. 
He 
generally 
enters 
the ring weighing a couple of pounds 
over the 200 mark, while Willard in 
all likelihood will not be very much 
under 250 pounds, after training for 
five weeks or less. 
W illard’s enormous reach 
of 
83% 
inches, as comapred with Moran’s 78, 
is a handicap which the Pittsburgher 
will have to overcome in order to have 
a chance of outpointing his big adver­ 
sary. That Moran is the possessor of 
courage, stamina and a punch suffi­ 
ciently effective for a knockout has 
been demonstrated in several of his 
ring battles. 
He has been anxious to 
meet Willard ever since the latter wbn 
the championship from Jack Johnsdh, 
nearly a year ago, and 
basing 
hit; 
chances 
on 
the 
showing he made^ 
against Johnson in Paris in 1914, Mo­ 
ran believes he has the ability and 
force to w’ear down Willard even in a 
limited bout of ten rounds. 
If confidence is a potent factor in 
a battle of this kind, Moran will not 
be found lacking 
in 
this 
essential. 
That he can absorb punishment of the 
heaviest kind no one will deny, but 
Moran may be over-confident of his 
prowess w’hen pitted against such a 
giant as Willard. 
Moran makes no 
secret of his intention to make this 
the greatest effort of his career and I 
will try hard to land a championship- 
winning wallop, with the chance of 
taking one for the count himself. 
W illard’s absence from the ring for 
nearly a year, except 
in 
exhibition 
bouts, may have unfitted him for a 
supreme effort, but as 
the 
coming 
bout 
only 
calls for ten rounds the 
champion undoubtedly will acquit him­ 
self with all the skill of a titleholder. 
His evenly balanced offensive and de­ 
fensive tactics, in addition to his en­ 
durance 
and 
coolheadedness, com­ 
bined with a wonderful physique, make 
Willard seem almost invulnerable in 
the coming battle. 
It promises to be 
an interesting battle, with earnestness 
on both sides and championship possi­ 
bilities involved. 
In his annual report on sport at 
Harvard University, Dean L. B. R. 
Briggs, chairman of the committee on 
the regulation of athletic sports, takes 
.occasion to refer to the practice of 
"chattering" by college baseball play­ 
ers. 
Dean Briggs states: 
"Bad manners on the baseball field 
and tactics that in some sports wrould 
be condemned 
as 
unsportsmanlike, 
are still regarded by students and the 
general public as part of the game; 
and of these bad 
manners 
Harvard 
teams, though in general clean play 
ers, are not yet wholly free. The rule 
which cuts the players off. from the 
advice 
of 
coaches 
and 
graduates 
throughout the game, makes it im 
possible to call dowm 
an 
offending 
man until the game is over. 
In the 
last few’ years the talk of players on 
the ball field has been much less fre 
quent 
and 
objectionable. 
Nobody 
would exact perfect silence or forbid 
the captain the genuine encourag 
ment of his men. Yet even now’ a large 
part of what the players say results 
from deliberate adoption of a techni 
cal vocabulary, cheap and meagre in 
itself and at best doubtful in its pur 
pose. 
Only a false conception of 
beautiful game demands that a gen 
tleman in playing it shall cease to be 
a gentleman.

AN ARMOR. PLATE FACTORY BILL 


Washington, 
Feb. 
IO.—The senate 
naval committee’s recommendation for 
a government armor plate plant, voted 
despite the notice that armor plate 
manufacturers will raise the price of 
armor plate $200 per ton if Senator 
illman’s bill goes through, was for­ 
mally presented to the senate today, 
with the declaration that the govern­ 
ment is being overcharged and that 
the sole remedy is a federal factory. 
The report characterizes the rela- 
ions between private manufacturers 
and the United States since 1887 as a 
continual source of dissatisfaction and 
ittle short of scandalous. 
"As long as present conditions con­ 
tinue," it says, "armor manufacturers 
are in a position to force the govern­ 
ment, in the language of the highway­ 
man, to stand and deliver."

Japan Will Adhere to 
the 
London 
Peace Treaty, Not to Conclude a 
Separate Peace With Central 
Powers, Says Count. 
Tokio, Fob. 1).—Confirmation of re­ 
ports that Germany has been unsuc­ 
cessfully trying to conclude a separ­ 
ate peace with Japan was made by 
Count Gkuma, the premier, in an in­ 
terview with the representative of the 
Kokumin Shimbun 
on 
January 
5. 
The premier believed this indicated 
that Germany was showing certain 
signs of suffering, chiefly as a result 
of the weakened condition 
of 
her 
finances. 
While no details of the peace ne­ 
gotiations were made public, the pre­ 
mier said it was hardly necessary to 
announce that Japan would adhere to 
the London 
peace 
declaration 
by 
which she had agreed not to make a 
separate peace. 
Criticism in rome quarters has aris­ 
en because Japan’s adhesion to the 
London peace declaration was u n d e r ­ 
tak e^ by the 
government 
without 
consultation with the privy council, 
but in defending 
the 
government’s 
action, Count Okuma declared it was 
a natural result of the declaration of 
war by Japan upon Germany. 
“The fact,” he said, “that the anti- 
Japanese sentiment in 
Canada, 
the 
United States, Australia 
and 
other 
countries has gradually subsided and 
is being replaced with a favorable 
sentiment towards Japan is due to 
our acts of loyalty to pledges.” 
At the same time the premier made 
the 
important 
announcement 
that 
Japan is about to obtain from Russia 
certain concession in forestry, min­ 
ing and other industries in the north­ 
ern half of Saghalien Island, which is 
owned by Russia. 
The southern half 
of this island was acquired by Japan 
a t 't h e conclusion of the Russo-Jap­ 
anese war. 
“Russia,” said the premier, “is very 
grateful for the material and moral
